Planting  of  the  dormant  roots 
in  the  latitude  of  Cincinnati  may  be  done  at  any  time  between  April  25th  and 
June  15th,  the  earlier  planting  being  preferable.  Plant  the  bulbs  three  inches 
below  surface  of  the  ground,  laying  the  bulb  on  its  side.  Do  not  crowd  your 
plants,  but  plant  at  a distance  of  two  to  three  feet,  and  as  soon  as  the  shoots 
appear  remove  all  but  two  or  three  of  the  strongest.

Should  be  planted  about  18  inches  apart  each  way,  and  6 inches 
deep.  Also  be  careful  to  plant  the  taller  varieties  in  center  and  the  dwarf  ones 
along  the  edge.
